Michael  Hooker 
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Alma  Mater 


The  words  of  "Hark  the  Sound,"  UNC-Chapel  Hill's  alma  mater, 
were  written  in  1897  by  William  Starr  Myers,  a  graduating  senior. 
The  Glee  Club  director  asked  Myers  to  put  words  to  the  tune 
"Amici,"  and  the  song  was  first  performed  on  June  2, 1897,  as  part 
of  the  Glee  Club's  Commencement  performance  in  Gerrard  Hall. 

Soon  the  song  was  almost  forgotten.  When  a  University  quartet 
tried  a  few  years  later  to  remember  the  words,  they  could  recollect 
only  the  first  verse  and  the  chorus  of  Myers'  original  version.  Two 
members  of  the  quartet,  Charles  S.  Mangum  and  Charles  T. 
Woollen,  added  two  verses  to  the  one  they  remembered.  Mangum 
later  became  a  professor  in  the  School  of  Medicine,  and  Woollen 
worked  as  the  University's  business  manager  and  controller.

In  1969,  Michael  Hooker  became  the  first  person  in  his  family  to 
earn  a  college  degree:  no  small  accomplishment  for  someone 
from  the  coalfields  of  southwest  Virginia  near  Richlands.  Hooker 
credits  his  parents'  strong  work  ethic  —  his  father  was  a  coalminer 
—  and  their  unwavering  belief  in  education  with  his  academic 
success  at  The  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill  and  be- 
yond. 

Hooker  returned  in  July  1995  as 
Carolina's  eighth  chancellor,  con- 
tinuing an  extraordinary  career  for  a 
man  of  his  years.  He  was  president  of 
Bennington  College  at  age  36;  presi- 
dent of  the  University  of  Maryland- 
Baltimore  County  at  age  40;  and 
president  of  the  five-campus  Univer- 
sity of  Massachusetts  system  at  age 
47.  Hooker  took  UNC-CH's  helm  at 
age  49. 

A  staunch  believer  in  accountabil- 
ity, Hooker,  52,  emphasizes  the  need 
for  the  University  to  work  better, 
faster,  and  cheaper  to  meet  the  chal- 
lenges facing  higher  education  in  a 
knowledge-based  economy.  "We 
can't  escape  the  information  revolu- 
tion," he  says.  "In  the  21st  century, 
the  only  thing  that  will  secure  com- 
petitive advantage  for  our  regional, 
state  and  national  economies  is  the 
extent  to  which  we  have  developed, 
nurtured,  fostered,  cultivated,  and 
deployed  brain  power." 

Hooker's  vision  for  Carolina's  role  in  that  era  includes  marshal- 
ing resources  for  students  and  faculty  that  will  make  UNC-CH  the 
top-ranked  public  institution  in  U.S.  News  and  World  Report 
magazine's  annual  list  of  the  best  colleges  and  universities. 

The  chancellor  also  stresses  the  university's  commitment  to 
North  Carolinians  and  his  administration's  theme:  "For  the 
People." 

"There  is  only  one  reason  to  have  a  public  university,  and  that  is 
to  serve  the  people  of  the  state,"  he  says.  "That  should  be  the 
touchstone  of  everything  we  do:  whether  it's  in  the  interest  of 
North  Carolina  and  our  citizens.  Our  litmus  test  is  the  question:  Is 
this  the  best  possible  use  of  our  resources?  Is  what  we  do  in  Chapel 


Hill  helping  the  factory  worker  in  Kannapolis?" 

To  show  that  conviction,  Hooker  spent  1996-97  personally  visit- 
ing all  100  North  Carolina  counties  to  reconnect  the  University 
with  the  people  and  learn  about  the  state's  economy  and  educa- 
tional system. 

The  issue-oriented  tour  included  speeches  to  civic,  business, 
and  education  groups  in  dozens  of  Tar  Heel  towns  and  cities.  He 

visited  public  schools,  community 
colleges,  small  businesses,  and 
manufacturing  plants.  He  met  with 
legislators,  alumni,  and  Carolina 
students  in  their  hometowns.  In 
1997  and  1998,  the  chancellor  par- 
ticipated in  weeklong  bus  tours 
across  the  state  that  introduced  new 
faculty  and  administrators  from 
other  states  and  countries  to  the 
"real"  North  Carolina  and  allowed 
them  to  see  where  82  percent  of  the 
University's  undergraduate  students 
come  from. 

Such  travels  have  served  Hooker 
well  as  Governor  Jim  Hunt's  repre- 
sentative on  the  1997-98  Commis- 
sion on  the  Future  of  the  South.  The 
commission's  report  and  recommen- 
dations are  aimed  at  helping  guide 
the  region  into  the  21 51  century. 

Public  education  is  another  major 
priority  for  Hooker,  who  ardently 
supports  LEARN  North  Carolina 
(Learners'  and  Educators'  Assistance 
and  Resource  Network  of  North  Carolina),  a  World  Wide  Web  site 
offered  free  to  N.C.  school  systems  through  the  School  of  Educa- 
tion. Teachers,  curriculum  or  technology  specialists  and  others  in 
108  of  the  state's  117  school  districts  have  been  trained  on  the  site, 
which  includes  a  database  of  exemplary  lesson  plans  indexed  by 
grade,  subject  and  the  N.C.  Standard  Course  of  Study,  set  by  the 
N.C.  Department  of  Public  Instruction. 

On  campus,  the  chancellor  has  joined  faculty,  students,  and  staff 
in  strengthening  the  intellectual  climate.  A  chancellor's  task  force 
spearheaded  those  efforts  through  a  major  yearlong  report  com- 
pleted in  1997.  Some  of  the  top  recommendations  —  including  a 
Freshman  Seminars  program  in  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  — 


are  being  implemented.  Technology  is  a  key  point  of  emphasis. 
The  University  launched  its  first  Internet-based  courses  and  de- 
gree programs  for  undergraduates  and  graduates.  The  chancellor 
emphasizes  the  need  to  make  Carolina  accessible  to  working 
people  who  have  mortgages,  children  in  school,  and  can't  pull  up 
stakes  and  move  to  Chapel  Hill. 

Other  focal  points  of  Hooker's  first  three  years  in  office  included 
bolstering  relations  with  the  North  Carolina  General  Assembly. 
The  chancellor  also  has  stressed  adequate  and  equitable  support 
for  faculty,  staff,  and  graduate  students,  resolved  long-standing 
personnel  disputes,  and  continued  efforts  to  involve  the  local 
community  in  planning  for  development  on  the  main  campus  and 
outlying  properties.  Under  Hooker's  leadership,  the  University  also 
works  to  sustain  the  success  of  private  fund-raising  efforts  during 
the  $440  million  Bicentennial  Campaign  for  Carolina,  completed 
in  1995. 

Hooker  returned  to  Chapel  Hill  from  the  presidency  at  UMass, 
where  he  oversaw  a  $1.2  billion  budget,  58,000  students,  3,400  fac- 
ulty, and  7,000  staff.  After  becoming  president  in  1992,  he  led  im- 
provements in  areas  such  as  teaching  and  economic  development 
and  later  tackled  restructuring  two  campuses. 

Hooker  went  to  UMass  from  the  10,300-student  University  of 
Maryland-Baltimore  County,  which  he  led  from  1986  to  1992. 
Hooker  governed  Vermont's  Bennington  College,  a  600-student 
liberal  arts  school,  from  1982  to  1986.  The  chancellor  was  featured 
in  Esquire  magazine's  1984  story  on  the  "Best  of  the  New  Genera- 
tion" along  with  future  U.S.  President  Bill  Clinton. 

From  1975  to  1982,  Hooker  held  posts  at  Johns  Hopkins  Univer- 
sity, including  dean  of  undergraduate  and  graduate  studies.  He 
taught  philosophy  at  Harvard  University  from  1973  to  1975  after 
earning  master's  and  doctoral  degrees  in  philosophy  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Massachusetts-Amherst  in  1972  and  1973,  respectively. 

Hooker  long  has  been  a  national  leader  in  education.  In  recent 
months  he  has  been  keynote  speaker  at  the  Council  for  the  Ad- 
vancement and  Support  of  Education's  first  national  conference  on 
university  outreach  efforts.  He  also  participated  in  a  forum  ad- 


dressing technology  standards  for  global  learning  sponsored  by 
Western  Governors  University  and  the  National  Governors'  Asso- 
ciation for  Best  Practices.  In  1996,  the  chancellor  was  among  the 
first  20  college  presidents  named  by  Secretary  of  Education  Rich- 
ard Riley  to  serve  on  a  steering  panel  for  the  'America  Reads  Chal- 
lenge," aimed  at  boosting  the  ranks  of  college  students  helping 
elementary  students  learn  to  read  well  by  the  end  of  the  third 
grade. 

Hooker  is  a  member  of  the  Association  of  Governing  Boards' 
Advisory  Board  of  Presidents  and  the  North  Carolina  Biotechnol- 
ogy Center's  Board  of  Directors.  He  has  served  on  the  American 
Association  of  State  Colleges  and  Universities'  Committee  on  In- 
ternational Programs  and  chaired  the  American  Council  of 
Education's  Commission  on  Leadership  Development.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  boards  for  Centura  Bank  Inc.,  headquartered  in 
Rocky  Mount,  N.C.,  and  ALLTEL  Corp.  in  Little  Rock,  Arkansas. 

An  expert  on  medical  ethics,  Hooker  has  written  scholarly  ar- 
ticles on  applied  ethics  in  business  and  the  ethics  of  biological 
warfare.  He  chaired  the  biotechnology  advisory  panel  for  the  U.S. 
Congress'  Office  of  Technology  Assessment  from  1982  to  1984.  A 
former  member  of  the  editorial  board  of  the  Journal  of  Business 
Ethics,  Hooker  was  editor  of  "Descartes:  Critical  and  Interpretive 
Essays"  and  "Leibniz:  Critical  and  Interpretive  Essays."  His  awards 
include  an  honorary  degree  from  Drexel  University,  a  Danforth 
Associateship,  a  Woodrow  Wilson  Dissertation  Fellowship,  and  a 
Harvard  Faculty  Research  Fellowship. 

Hooker  is  the  father  of  a  17-year-old  daughter,  Alexandra.  His 
wife,  Carmen,  a  Philadelphia  native,  is  group  vice  president  for  the 
Carolinas  HealthCare  System  with  responsibilities  for  coordinating 
government  relations  activities  in  the  Carolinas  and  Washington, 
D.C.  She  served  six  terms  in  the  Massachusetts  House  of  Represen- 
tatives and  was  Chairman  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Health  Care. 
A  graduate  of  Springfield  College,  she  earned  a  master's  degree  in 
regional  planning  from  UMass-Amherst  in  1984.  She  has  two 
daughters:  Jennifer,  a  public  school  teacher  in  Charlotte,  and 
Cyndi,  an  art  student  at  the  Museum  School  in  Boston. 


James  L  Peacock,  Commencement  Speaker 


Dr.  James  L.  Peacock,  Kenan  professor  of  anthropology  and 
director  of  the  University  Center  for  International  Studies,  con- 
tinues the  University's  tradition  of  faculty  speakers  at  mid-year 
commencements. 

As  one  of  the  most  respected  members  of  the  University's 
faculty,  Peacock  has  earned  a  reputation  as  a  brilliant  scholar  and 
as  a  mentor  who  cares  deeply  about  the  lives  of  students  and  the 
ideals  that  make  Carolina  an  outstanding  institution. 

Peacock,  who  served  as  chair  of  the  faculty  from  1991  to  1994, 
has  taught  in  the  University's  anthropology  department  for  thirty- 
one  years.  He  served  twice  as  department  chairman.  In  1987,  he 
was  named  a  Kenan  professor. 

A  past  president  of  the  American  Anthropological  Associa- 
tion, the  field's  top  professional  organization,  and  the  Society  for 
Cultural  Anthropology,  he  has  also  served  as  vice  president  of  the 
American  Society  for  the  Study  of  Religion.  A  Guggenheim  Fellow, 


Peacock  has  been  inducted  into  the  American  Academy  of  Arts 
and  Sciences. 

Peacock  has  done  field  research  in  Southeast  Asia.  He  has 
written  numerous  scholarly  articles  as  well  as  several  books  in- 
cluding Rites  of  Modernization:  Symbolic  and  Social  Aspects  of  In- 
donesian Proletarian  Drama,  Consciousness  and  Change:  Sym- 
bolic Anthropology  in  Evolutionary  Perspective  and  Muslim  Puri- 
tans: The  Reformist  Psychology  in  Southeast  Asian  Islam. 

The  professor's  numerous  accomplishments  on  campus  have 
resulted  in  honors  such  as  the  1998  Faculty  Service  Award  from  the 
General  Alumni  Association,  the  Thomas  Jefferson  Award,  the  Em- 
ployee Forum  Community  Award  for  Improvement  in  Faculty- Staff 
Relations,  and  induction  into  the  Order  of  the  Golden  Fleece. 

A  native  of  Montgomery,  Ala.,  Peacock  earned  a  bachelor's 
degree  from  Duke  University  and  a  Ph.D.  in  social  anthropology 
from  Harvard  University. 


Notes  on  Academic  Dress 


The  following  information,  condensed  from  An  Academic  Costume 
Code  and  Ceremony  Guide  and  published  by  the  American  Council  on 
Education,  may  be  helpful  in  identifying  academic  attire  worn  during 
today's  ceremony 

The  history  of  academic  dress  dates  back  to  the  European  Middle 
Ages  when  scholars  at  the  oldest  universities  were  clerics.  Capes  with 
hoods  and  warm  caps  were  needed  in  cold,  drafty  buildings.  The  de- 
sire for  a  uniform  appearance  ("well  born,  well  turned-out,  and  some- 
what learned,"  read  one  medieval  formula)  and  for  marks  to  distin- 
guish bachelor's,  master's,  and  doctoral  degree  candidates  led  to  the 
development  of  today's  academic  costume. 

In  1895,  representatives  from  American  colleges  and  universities 
met  at  Columbia  University  and  fashioned  a  standard  code  of  aca- 
demic dress  for  this  country.  The  code,  modified  in  1959,  is  still  in 
force.  The  costumes,  colors,  trimmings,  and  patterns  you  see  are  tra- 
ditional, and  refer  to  the  specific  degree  and  field  of  study. 

The  bachelor's  gown,  designed  to  be  worn  closed,  has  pointed 
sleeves.  The  master's  gown,  which  may  be  worn  open  or  closed,  has  an 
oblong  sleeve,  open  at  the  wrist,  that  hangs  nearly  to  the  ground;  the 
back  part  of  its  oblong  shape  is  square  cut  and  the  arc  in  the  front  is 
cut  away.  The  doctor's  gown  may  be  worn  open  or  closed,  and  has 
bell-shaped  sleeves. 

Bachelors'  and  masters'  gowns  are  untrimmed.  Doctors'  gowns  are 
usually  faced  with  black  velvet,  with  three  bars  across  the  sleeves, 


although  the  color  of  the  velvet  may  vary  according  to  the  field  of 
study.  Hoods,  which  differ  in  length  for  the  three  degrees,  are  lined 
with  official  colors  of  the  university  or  college  that  conferred  the  de- 
gree, usually  with  one  color  forming  a  chevron  pattern  over  the  other. 
Some  colors  you  will  see  on  faculty  and  administrators'  robes  are:  the 
crimson  of  Harvard,  the  maroon  of  Chicago,  the  light  blue  and  white 
of  North  Carolina,  the  orange  and  black  of  Princeton,  and  the  dark 
blue  of  Yale. 

Hoods  also  are  edged  and  bound  with  velvet  in  the  color  appropri- 
ate to  the  field  of  study.  You  will  see  many  hoods  in  our  procession 
edged  with  dark  blue,  for  doctor  of  philosophy  (Ph.D.).  The  colors  in 
the  hoods  and  gowns  of  faculty  represent  the  following  fields  in  which 
degrees  were  taken: 


Apricot:  Nursing 
Brown:  Fine  Arts 
Citron:  Social  Work 
Crimson:  Journalism 
Dark  Blue:  Philosophy 
Golden  Yellow:  Science 
Green:  Medicine 
Lemon-Yellow:  Library  Science 
Light  Blue:  Education

The  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill  originated  in 
the  N.C.  state  constitution  of  1776,  which  proclaimed  that  "all  use- 
ful learning  shall  be  duly  encouraged  and  promoted  in  one  or 
more  universities." 

Carolina's  charter  was  approved  in  1789  and  the  cornerstone  of 
the  first  building,  Old  East,  was  laid  on  October  12, 1793.  The  Uni- 
versity annually  celebrates  Carolina's  birth  date  each  October  12. 
In  1795  the  University  opened  its  doors  for  students. 

The  University  of  Georgia  at  Athens  also  claims  the  honor  of 
"first  state  University."  Georgia's  constitution  of  1777  lays  no  foun- 


dation  for  state-supported  higher  education.  The  university  was 
chartered  in  1785,  four  years  before  UNC,  and  those  who  claim  the 
honor  of  "first  state  university"  for  Georgia  refer  to  this  date. 

North  Carolinians  contend  that  a  university  begins  not  when 
chartered,  but  when  students  first  enroll  in  instructional  programs 
and  use  the  school's  facilities. 

The  University  of  Georgia  did  not  open  until  1801,  six  years 
after  Hinton  James  enrolled  as  the  first  student  at  The  University  of 
North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill.  Three  years  after  his  arrival  Carolina 
graduated  its  first  class.

Origin  of  the  University  Colors 


As  symbols  of  unity  among  Carolina  students,  alumni,  and 
fans,  the  school  colors  of  light  blue  and  white  were  first  used 
around  1800  to  distinguish  between  members  of  the  Dialectic  and 
Philanthropic  Literary  Societies.  Throughout  the  nineteenth  cen- 
tury, students  were  required  to  be  members  of  either  the  Di  or  the 
Phi.  The  Di's  color  was  light  blue,  and  the  Phi's  was  white. 

At  University  commencements,  balls,  and  other  social  events, 
the  student  officials,  managers,  and  marshals  wore  the  color  of 
their  society,  blue  or  white.  Because  the  Chief  Marshal  or  Chief 
Ball  Manager  represented  the  whole  student  body,  not  just  his  so- 
ciety, he  wore  both  colors. 

When  the  University  fielded  its  first  intercollegiate  athletic 
teams  in  1888,  the  question  of  what  colors  to  wear  had  already 
been  answered.  Light  blue  and  white  had  come  to  symbolize 
membership  in  the  University,  not  in  a  single  society. 

Light  blue  and  white  have  been  considered  the  University's 
colors  for  more  than  a  century.  With  the  tradition  so  firmly  estab- 
lished, a  popular  bumper  sticker  states  that  God  must  be  a  Tar 
Heel  because  he  made  the  sky  Carolina  Blue!

Chartering  the 

The  first  state  constitution  of  North  Carolina,  ratified  in  1776, 
called  for  the  creation  of  one  or  more  universities  to  encourage 
and  promote  "useful  learning." 

But  the  University  was  slow  in  coming.  A  bill  introduced  in  the 
state  legislature  in  1784  to  establish  "North  Carolina  University"  was 
defeated  because  many  people  feared  that  the  proposed  university 
could  become  an  aristocratic  bastion  against  the  state's  common 
people.  Similar  fears  led  North  Carolinians  not  to  ratify  the  U.S. 
Constitution  when  the  state  first  voted  on  it  in  1788.  Many  feared 
that  the  strong  central  government  proposed  by  the  Constitution 
might  endanger  the  rights  and  liberties  of  the  common  people. 

Many  state  leaders  demanded  that  a  Bill  of  Rights  guaranteeing 
those  liberties  be  added  to  the  Constitution  and  late  in  the  sum- 
mer of  1789  Congress  passed  the  amendments  that  became  the 
Bill  of  Rights.  On  21  November  1789  North  Carolina  delegates 
meeting  in  Fayetteville  ratified  the  Constitution. 

William  R.  Davie,  who  had  helped  write  the  United  States  Con- 
stitution and  had  urged  his  fellow  North  Carolinians  to  accept  it, 
turned  the  attention  of  the  General  Assembly,  also  meeting  in 
Fayetteville,  to  higher  education.  Davie  proposed  a  bill  to  establish 
and  charter  a  university,  noting  in  the  bill's  preamble  that  "in  all 
well  regulated  Governments,  it  is  the  indispensable  duty  of  every 
Legislature  to  consult  the  Happiness  of  a  rising  Generation,  and 
endeavor  to  fit  them  for  an  honorable  Discharge  of  the  Social  Du- 
ties of  Life,  by  paying  the  strictest  attention  to  their  Education." 

The  Federalist  spirit  of  the  General  Assembly  swept  through  the 
meeting  of  the  North  Carolina  delegates,  and  Davie's  bill  was  en- 
acted on  11  December  1789.

The  Dean  E.  Smith  tenter 


Today's  ceremony  attests  to  the  flexibility  of  the  Dean  E.  Smith 
Center,  one  of  the  most  impressive  collegiate  arenas  in  the  country. 
Begun  as  a  mission  of  unparalleled  proportion  in  college  athletics, 
the  300,000-square-foot  edifice  was  built  with  funds  raised  entirely 
from  private  donations.  It  stands  on  seven  and  one-half  acres  on  the 
University's  south  campus.  Over  20,000  cubic  yards  of  rock  were  re- 
moved to  make  room  for  the  340-foot-wide,  380-foot-long  building. 

The  building,  which  opened  in  January  of  1986,  has  three  levels. 
The  first  floor  features  six  recreational  locker  rooms,  the  basketball 
dressing  area,  which  contains  a  players'  lounge  complete  with 
computer  terminals  and  study  desks,  as  well  as  fully- equipped 
training  and  weight  rooms  for  use  by  the  basketball  players.  On  the 
second  floor  visitors  can  enjoy  a  memorabilia  room  that  houses 
artifacts  of  Carolina's  rich  athletic  tradition.  The  uppermost  level 
features  a  1,200-foot-long,  22-foot-wide  concourse  with  seven 


concession  stands  and  a  souvenir  showcase,  all  of  which  are  easily 
accessible  from  the  sixty-eight  aisles  along  the  concourse. 

The  Smith  Center's  design  allows  it  the  flexibility  to  host  nu- 
merous entertainment  events.  A  large  grid  hangs  over  the  east  end 
zone  from  which  more  than  50,000  pounds  of  sound  and  lighting 
equipment  can  be  easily  attached.  Some  of  the  most  heralded  stars 
in  the  entertainment  business  have  performed  here.  Since  Kenny 
Rogers  staged  the  first  concert  in  the  arena  in  1986,  entertainers 
ranging  in  appeal  from  Bruce  Springsteen  to  John  Denver,  Pink 
Floyd  to  Garth  Brooks  have  performed  to  enthusiastic  crowds.  But 
the  main  attraction,  and  indeed  the  very  reason  for  the  Smith 
Center's  existence,  is  Carolina  basketball.  Since  January  18, 1986, 
when  Warren  Martin  scored  the  first  Carolina  basket  in  the  Smith 
Center,  the  center  has  seen  the  team  develop  an  impressive  win 
ratio  of  ninety  percent.

The  University  awards  specially  inscribed  diplomas  to  under- 
graduates with  records  of  sustained,  high-level  academic  perfor- 
mance. 

Undergraduate  students  in  Academic  Affairs  or  Health  Affairs 
who  graduate  with  a  3.5  or  better  overall  grade  point  average  re- 
ceive diplomas  that  include  the  phrase  "with  Distinction."  Stu- 
dents completing  at  least  forty-five  hours  of  undergraduate  course 
work  at  Carolina  while  earning  a  3.8  or  better  overall  grade  point 
average  receive  diplomas  inscribed  "with  Highest  Distinction." 
This  designation  provides  uniform,  University-wide  recognition  of 
sustained  high-level  undergraduate  performance. 

In  the  listing  of  candidates  for  baccalaureate  degrees,  the  * 
symbol  indicates  a  candidate  for  a  degree  with  distinction  based 
on  grade  point  average  prior  to  the  student's  final  semester.

Criteria  for  Graduation  with  Honors 

Graduates  wearing  gold  honors  cords  on  their  gowns  commit- 
ted their  senior  years  to  excelling  academically  in  the  Seniors 
Honor  Program. 

Students  who  graduate  with  honors  have  in  most  cases  de- 
signed and  executed  a  significant  research  or  creative  project  un- 
der the  guidance  of  a  faculty  adviser,  then  completed  an  honors 
thesis.  Each  student  defends  the  thesis  before  a  faculty  committee, 
which  recommends  successful  candidates  for  graduation  with 
honors.  To  be  eligible  for  the  program  a  student  must  have  at  least 
a  3.2  overall  grade  point  average. 

Approximately  3,400  Carolina  alumni  have  successfully  partici- 
pated in  the  Senior  Honors  Program  since  it  began  in  1917.  The 
senior  class  includes  nearly  275  graduates  who  participated  in 
senior  honors  programs  in  fifty  departments,  curricula,  and  pro- 
fessional schools  throughout  the  University. 

The  additional  accolade  of  graduation  "with  highest  honors" 
singles  out  the  exceptionally  accomplished  student  and  the  thesis 
that  exemplifies  the  highest  possible  level  of  undergraduate  schol- 
arship. Not  every  department  recommends  candidates  for  "highest 
honors"  each  year. 

The  Office  of  Honors  in  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  admin- 
isters the  Senior  Honors  Program  and  the  honors  curriculum  for 
freshmen,  sophomores,  and  juniors. 


The  First  State  University 


The  framers  of  North  Carolina's  first  state  constitution  wrote  in 
1776  that  "all  useful  learning"  should  be  "duly  encouraged  and 
promoted  in  one  or  more  universities."  The  University  of  North 
Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill  was  chartered  in  1789  —  the  year  of  George 
Washington's  first  inauguration  —  and  in  1795  it  opened  its  doors 
as  the  first  state  university  in  the  nation. 

New  Hope  Chapel  (now  Chapel  Hill)  was  chosen  for  its  central 
location  as  the  site  of  the 
University.  The  cornerstone 
for  Old  East  was  laid  on  12 
October  1793  by  William 
Davie,  for  whom  the  Davie 
Poplar,  a  familiar  campus 
landmark,  is  named.  Thus 
Old  East  became  the  first 
building  of  this  or  any  state 
university.  The  University 
of  North  Carolina  opened 
its  doors  on  15  January 
1795  and  its  first  student, 
Hinton  James,  arrived  on 
foot  from  the  Wilmington 
area  a  month  later.  By  1 

March  the  University  had  forty-one  students  and  two  professors. 

The  first  decades  of  the  nineteenth  century  saw  important  de- 
velopments for  the  new  University.  In  1815  the  natural  sciences 
were  given  equal  status  with  the  more  traditional  classical  curricu- 
lum. In  the  1820s  Denison  Olmstead  and  Elisha  Mitchell  prepared 
and  published  the  nation's  first  geological  survey.  In  1832  UNC 
President  Joseph  Caldwell  built  the  first  astronomical  observatory 
at  a  state  university. 

Enrollment  increased  steadily  during  this  period,  and  by  1860 
only  Yale  University  had  more  students.  The  Civil  War  caused 
many  universities  to  close,  and  Carolina  was  one  of  the  few  South- 
ern universities  to  remain  open  throughout  the  war.  It  was  during 
Reconstruction  that  the  University  closed  (1870-5)  for  the  only 
time  in  its  history. 

After  reopening,  the  University  added  programs  that  enhanced 
its  status  as  a  major  university.  In  1876  it  announced  a  program  of 
graduate  studies  leading  toward  postbaccalaureate  degrees.  In 
1877  it  became  the  first  university  to  open  a  summer  school  for 
teachers.  In  1879  it  began  medical  and  pharmaceutical  studies. 
The  University  received  its  first  legislative  appropriation  for  main- 
tenance in  1881.  In  1885  it  introduced  its  regular  program  for  the 


preparation  of  teachers.  In  1892  William  Kenan,  working  in  the 
University  laboratory  of  Dr.  Francis  Venable,  participated  in  re- 
search that  identified  calcium  carbide  and  developed  a  formula  for 
making  acetylene  gas  from  it.  In  1894  the  School  of  Law,  which  had 
been  semi-independent,  was  incorporated  into  the  administrative 
structure.  In  1897  women  students  were  admitted  for  the  first 
time. 

At  the  turn  of  the  cen- 
tury the  University  had  5 1 2 
students  and  a  faculty  of 
thirty-five.  It  had  an  un- 
dergraduate college  and  a 
department  for  the  educa- 
tion of  teachers,  and  it  was 
working  to  establish  the 
schools  of  Law,  Medicine, 
and  Pharmacy.  Master's 
degrees  and  seven  Ph.D.'s 
had  been  awarded  at  the 
University. 

The  first  three  decades 
of  the  twentieth  century 
were  a  period  of  significant 
growth.  Enrollment  first  reached  one  thousand  in  1915.  A  Phi  Beta 
Kappa  chapter,  Alpha  of  North  Carolina,  was  formed  in  1904.  In 
1913  the  School  of  Education  was  established  and  the  Bureau  of 
Extension  was  organized  to  extend  the  University's  resources  to 
North  Carolinians  on  a  regular  basis.  The  endowed  Kenan  profes- 
sorships fund,  established  in  1917,  provided  incentive  for  excel- 
lence in  teaching  and  research.  In  1919  the  School  of  Commerce, 
now  the  Kenan-Flagler  Business  School  at  Chapel  Hill,  was  estab- 
lished. The  School  of  Public  Welfare  began  in  1920  as  an  outgrowth 
of  the  Department  of  Sociology.  In  1950  the  school's  name  was 
changed  to  the  School  of  Social  Work.  In  1922  the  University  was 
elected  to  membership  in  the  Association  of  American  Universi- 
ties. The  University  of  North  Carolina  Press  was  incorporated  in 
1992,  and  the  Institute  for  Research  in  Social  Science  was  orga- 
nized in  1924.  By  1930  there  were  twenty-six  hundred  students  at 
the  University  and  a  faculty  of  222  full-and  85  part-time  members. 
Teaching,  study,  and  research  took  place  at  undergraduate,  gradu- 
ate, and  professional  levels  in  twelve  colleges  and  schools  in 
twenty-one  departments. 

The  Consolidation  Act  of  1931  joined  the  University  with  the 
Woman's  College  at  Greensboro  and  North  Carolina  State  College 


in  Raleigh.  A  single  Board  of  Trustees  allocated  functions  among 
the  three  constituent  institutions.  The  offices  of  the  Consolidated 
University  were  established  at  Chapel  Hill,  and  University  Presi- 
dent Frank  Porter  Graham  became  the  Consolidated  University's 
first  President. 

Also  in  1931  the  School  of  Library  Science  was  established  and 
the  Institute  of  Government  founded.  (The  institute,  first  of  its 
kind  in  the  nation,  became  an  official  part  of  the  University  in 
1942.)  In  1936  the  School  of  Public  Health  was  formed.  In  1940  the 
naval  ROTC  unit  was  created;  it  was  joined  by  the  Air  Force  ROTC 
unit  in  1947. 

The  Division  of  Health  Affairs  was 
formally  organized  in  1949,  with 
Schools  of  Dentistry  and  Nursing 
added  to  the  existing  schools  of 
Medicine,  Pharmacy,  and  Public 
Health.  Thus  the  University  became 
one  of  the  relatively  few  in  the  United 
States  to  have  schools  in  the  five 
health  professions.  The  opening  of 
North  Carolina  Memorial  Hospital  in 
1952  provided  clinical  facilities  for 
the  schools. 

The  Morehead  Building  and  Plan- 
etarium were  completed  in  1949  and 
in  the  next  year  the  School  of  Jour- 
nalism was  started.  The  William 
Hayes  Ackland  Memorial  Art  mu- 
seum was  completed  in  1958.  In  the 
following  year  the  University  was  one 
of  the  first  to  install  a  large  computer 
system.  More  recendy  the  campus 
has  undergone  extensive  building. 

The  Walter  Royal  Davis  Library  was  dedicated  by  Governor  James 
Martin  in  1985  and  Wilson  Library  became  a  special  collections 
library.  Other  newer  building  projects  include  multiple  athletic 
facilities;  the  Kenan  Center,  Fetzer  Gymnasium;  Carmichael  Resi- 
dence Hall;  the  McColl  Building;  and  new  facilities  for  the  depart- 
ments of  Art,  Chemistry,  and  Computer  Science.  The  medical  com 
plex  boasts  Memorial  Hospital's  new  Critical  Care  Center,  the 
Lineberger  Cancer  Research  Building,  and  the  Public  Health  and 
Environmental  Sciences  Building. 

Beginning  with  one  building,  one  hundred  students  and  two 
professors,  The  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill  has 
grown  to  250  permanent  buildings,  24,000  students,  and  2,700  full 
time  faculty.  There  are  more  than  214,000  living  alumni,  among 
whom  can  be  counted  thirty-one  North  Carolina  governors  and  U. 


S.  president  James  K.  Polk.  Also  noteworthy  are  Academy  Award 
and  Pulitzer  Prize  winners  Louise  Fletcher,  Vermont  Royster,  and 
Jeff  MacNelly  and  the  television  news  personalities  Roger  Mudd 
and  Charles  Kuralt.  Other  outstanding  alumni  in  the  arts  include 
the  novelist  Thomas  Wolfe,  the  playwright  Paul  Green,  and  actor 
Andy  Griffith. 

The  University  has  been  recognized  for  the  quality  of  its  gradu- 
ate programs  in  every  national  survey  conducted  in  the  past  third 
of  this  century.  A  survey  of  graduate  programs  published  by  the 
National  Academy  of  Sciences  ranked  Chapel  Hill  first  in  the  South 
and  eighteenth  in  the  nation.  Annual 
surveys  regularly  cite  The  University 
of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill  as 
one  of  the  best  colleges  in  the  nation 
and  one  of  the  few  state  universities 
to  be  considered  among  the  top  re- 
search institutions.  One  asset  that 
contributes  to  this  reputation  is 
Carolina's  superb  library  system.  The 
system  contains  more  than  three  mil- 
lion volumes  and  is  ranked  among 
the  top  research  libraries  in  the 
United  States  and  Canada  by  the  As- 
sociation of  Research  Libraries.  Li- 
braries include  the  new  Davis  Library, 
Wilson  Library,  the  House  Under- 
graduate Library,  and  the  Health  Sci- 
ences Library,  along  with  another 
twelve  school  and  departmental  li- 
braries. Wilson  Library  houses  the 
extensive  North  Carolina,  Southern 
Historical,  and  Rare  Book  Collections. 
The  University  that  opened  in 
Chapel  Hill  in  1795  is  now  the  most  comprehensive  institution  in 
North  Carolina,  both  in  the  range  of  its  programs  at  all  levels  and 
in  the  breadth  of  its  specialized  research  and  public  service  pro- 
grams. The  University's  fourteen  colleges  and  schools  provide  in- 
struction in  more  than  one  hundred  fields,  offering  95  bachelor's, 
175  master's,  and  109  doctoral  degrees,  as  well  as  professional  de- 
grees in  dentistry,  medicine,  pharmacy,  and  law.  The  University 
has  more  than  remained  faithful  to  its  founders'  charge  to  duly 
encourage  and  promote  all  useful  learning  for  the  betterment  of 
humanity.
